30—With Ueath-defy- j 
ing valor that has caused the Rome 
W ar Office promptly 
to recall

charge of "cowardice", the Italian 
armiee, east of the Isonzo, now fight­ 
ing 
on Italian soil, are 
throwing 
themselves into the teeth of Macken- 
aen’s monstrous steam roller. 
They 
have succeeded in slowing up the Teu­ 
ton sweep through the passes into 
the Venetian Plains. 
But though its 
"break-through" 
momentum 
seems 
spent and its speed has slackened, the 
Teuton machine rolls on relentlessly. 
Its center has reached the gates of 
Udine, where up to a few days ago 
Cadoma had his chief headquarters. 
Every dispatch from Rome, official 
and unofficial, concedes that the Ital­ 
ians are now fighting a delaying bat­ 
tle, that they must keep on retiring 
until they reach the line of the Tag- 
hamento River, 20 miles from Udine. 
A Battle of th.' Marne 
On that line Italy, with every avail­ 
able man and gun and every ounce of 
energy, will make her supreme stand. 
A second battle of the Marne is look­ 
ed for. Upon its outcome rests the 
fate of Italy. 
Partly driven, (tartly threatened in 
the flank and rear, 
the entire 120- 
mite-kmg Italian battle line from the 
Gulf of Trieste 
up to the 
Camica 
Alps is fleeing westward to reach the 
TagUamento. 
One army, the second, 
which held the lines between Tolmino 
and Flitch, where the “ break through" 
came, is virtually wiped out. 
But two other armies in this re­ 
treating line are in extreme peril, 
namely, the Carso army and that in 
tho Carnic Alps. 
Both are menaced 
with boing completely cut off from 
every avenue of escape. 
Cadorna’s 
Carso army has only a “loop hole” IO 
miles wide left to 
slip through to 
join tho Gorizia army in the flight to 
the Taghamento. The army on the

left is 
threatened 
with being bottled up in the Gamic 
Alps. 
Teutons Jubilating 
In the two Teutonic empires un­ 
bounded jubilation reigns. 
Full holi­ 
days have been declared to celebrate 
the victory and every' city, town and 
hamlet is beflagged. 
Emperor William is reported speed­

Not alone Italy, but all the nations 
allied with her, heaved a deep sigh 
of relief when the Rome War Office 
rectified what is believed to have been 
a statement bom of the bewilder­ 
ment caused by the crushing initial 
Teuton blow.

Prominent in Red Cross and 
Other War Work.

“The ‘horrors of war’ ar* seldom 
spoken of by the British soldier. There 
are plenty of horrors. They are to be 
seen on every hand ‘over there.’ But 
the man who does the fighting prefers 
to look on the bright side of things al* 
ways.” 
Lieutenant X, an American officer 
In this country on sick leave, made 
this statement aa the preface to a 
story. 
"Fearful things happen In the mud,” 
he said. 
“When you are fighting in 
cold mud up to your waist, with men 
falling on every hand, you realize that 
if you are hit you are more likely to 
die from drowning than from your 
wound. 
Give# Shock at First 
“Walking through such a trench 
very often you step on something soft. 
It gives you a shock when you are 
fresh at the game. 
For you realize 
instantly it is one of your compan­ 
ions who has been wounded and bas 
failetj in the mud. 
But after a time 
you learn not to mind it. 
You reach 
down and drug him up above the slime. 
If there is still a bit of color in his 
face you drag him out and put him up 
In buck of the trench, where a stretch­ 
er bearer will find him. 
If his face 
has gone dead white you release your 
grip, there is a splash aud you go on." 
In 
speaking 
of 
the 
power 
for 
slaughter of the rasing of a shrapnel 
shell. Lieutenant X said he had seen 
such a shell fragment take off the leg 
it a horse, cut a man in half twenty 
feet to the rear, take off another man's 
.eg fifteen feet distant and bury itself 
some six feet in the ground. 
"There are plenty of atrocities on 
the battlefield,” be said, “but we have 
learned not to speak of them. 
The 
atrocities are not all ou the side of 
the Germans, either 
There always 
will be atrocities as long as there I* 
war. A story is told of one Canadian 
regiment 
that 
charged 
a 
German 
trench late one afternoon. 
It was 
driven back. The next day it repeated 
the charge. 
In the second charge It 
found that the men who had been 
wounded in the previous day's fight­ 
ing aud had been left on ’No Man s 
Land' had had their hands cut off by 
the Germans, who crept out during the 
night. 
Canadians Tak* Revsngs. 
"This discovery mads the Canadians 
fight like demons. 
By sheer force of 
their rage they carried the trench and 
surrounded some fifty Germans. 
The 
Hermans hurl their bunds above their 
heads, a token of surrender, but the 
Canadiana went at them with their 
bayonets. 
"Those who witnessed the slaughter 
say it was frightful. Not a single Gor­ 
man was left alive. 
Most of them 
were split up the middle by the bayo­ 
nets of the enraged Canadians. It was 
soon after that we learned of the order 
of the German general staff, *Take no 
Canadian prisoners.’ " 


Washington.—What the women of 
the various nations have done In the 
war is one of the marvels of the great 
conflict. 
English women, who, before 
the civilized nations turned civilized J 
Europe into a charnel house, found 
outlets for their energy In hurling 
bricks at the homes of the ministers 
In Downing street and holding disor- ! 
derly gatherings before the houses of 1 
parliament, have organized home de- J 
fense battalions, raised money for the 
Red Cross, and have donned the white 
Uniforms of mercy and braved the 
dangers of the battle front. 
Russian women, 
who before the 
czar hurled his defy at the kaiser, 
were either 
the carefully 
guarded 
wives and daughters of Muscovite no­ 
bles or the hard-slaving victims of, 
vodka-sodden 
moujtks, 
donned 
the 
uniforms of the Russian soldiers and 
entered the "Battalions of Death,” 
where noblewomen fought and died 
beside the woman descendants of the 
•erfs. 
And the same Is true In a more 
or less degree of every nation In the 
war. 
American women have not hesitated 
to come forward and "do their bit” 
since Uncle Sam cast In his lot with 
the allies. 
True, American women 
have not organized 
"Battalions of 
Death.” but they haven’t had to, and 
never will have to, for American men 
will never run away from the enemy. 
If any such thing could possibly take 
place none of us doubt 
but 
that 
American women would promptly put 
such cowardly men to shame, as did 
the woman soldiers of Russia. 
Wilson’* Daughters Help. 
On the battle lines of France, how­ 
ever. American women have already 
undergone‘their baptisms of fire. 
In 
the Red Cross hospitals and automo­ 
bile and 
field 
ambulance 
services 
many American women are at work, 
and have been at work for some time.

A new Invention of artificial legs for 
horses and dogs was offered to the 
Philadelphia branch of the Red Star 
Animal Relief by a French*American 
veterinarian who refuses to disclose 
his name.
